From Paris correspondence of the 24th alt,
we take these items of news:—

The Government, it is said, 15 about to get p
another war excitement, asa counter cheek to
that which is likely 1o be created by the carry-
ing out of the threats of M. Keratry and his col-
leagues of the Left, in regard to the convocation
of the Corps Legislatlf, and which is causing it
great perplexity. With this view o ramor hns
been clreulated among the “well-informed” men
of the Bourse that the Emperor has sent an e¢n-
ergetie note to Berlin, declaring that the lncor-
poration of the Grand Duchy of Baden in the
Confederation of the North, which we are us-
sured will take place a8 soon ns the Baden
Chambers meet, wil be regarded ns o casuabelll,
I need not tell you that the internal condition of
France at the present moment is such a3 to ren-
dor war o physical imposslbility, The I‘:Iupv-
ror s not strength enough, per wonally or JHali
tically, to venture upon o confliet of this magnl-
tude.  Hid whole proocenpation at preésent I8 o
devise means of assurlug the succession of his
throne (o his son. e ean ouly do this hy less-
ening the burdens of his people and giving them
novolce in the question of ponce and  war.,  The
report to which L refer may, therefore, be re-
gurded a8 o mere politieal masnouves to divort
the public attention from the queestions which
are more lmmediately pressinge.

How Pavisinns Drive Awny Yisltors,

The departure of the Chinese Emblnssy for
Hweden this week gave rise to some embatrass-
mevts ot the Legation on which Mr. Burlingnmne
hnd not counted. At the last. moment the pro-
rl'it'tur ol the house which it had oceupled in the
tue Bel Respero put in o clalm for damages to
his furniture which made the pig-talls of Mr.
Burlingame's colleagues stand on end, and even
upret the cquanimity of that well-balanced
diplomat himself. Mr. Burllngame offered to
deposit 12,000 francs to ablde the issue of an
appralsement by a competent persou, and In-
crensed the offer to 16,000, Wllll‘,l wus Tofused.
He then appealed to the Minister of Forelgn
Aflnirs, who throatened to send down o fllo of
goldlers to the house unless the Mission was
allowed to remove a8 baggave quletly. This
had the desired gffect, and the Ambassadars nnd
thelr sulte lefy the same day.

Progress of the Revolution - The Latest Plece
of Seasntlonn] News.

From Havana correspondence offoct, 2 1o the New
York Tivies we take the following :—

The most lhmportant scensationn] news has bheen
activaely elrealated in this city for the past few days
in regunl to Me sarrender of Joridan with his whole
force, It has constituted the matn tople of interest.
The telegram informing you of the fact was aatho-
vized by the Captain-General, who sent for
the agent of the Now York Adso-
clated  Press,  and,  through NWis  welegraphic
Censor gave him the news that General Jordan
had snbmitied proposais of sarcemnder, not of him-
gell alone, but of the whole force under his com-
mund, The terms sald Lo have been proposcil by
Jordan were sobstantinlly that o large sum of
money (amonunt not  stated) was Lo e pald o
him on the completion of the surrender, and that
his personnl wafety was to  be assapdd by thu
Government antll ha gafe artival In the United
States, The reply of General de Rodos was thiae,
considering exigting  olrcamstances, s daty
compelled him to refuse any proposils of this
natare, and that he hoped within the short space of
three months to mete out o him lordan) the pun-
Ishiment which his piratical condue! merited, This
Is, in & few words, the version glven Ly the Captain-
Genernl of the affalr which has caused such intense
oxcitement here among all classes—Cuban and Span-
1sh,  The former seont indignauiily asn glaring false-
hood the assertion made by de Rodas, and deolare it
1o be only one more of Nis wiles and subteringes.
It ‘oertainly does  look excecdingly strange that
an ofMoer so high in the conlidense of the Caban
Government, snd occapying 80 exalted a position
(second in command) in the command of {18 armies,
Ahould possess the temerity to make proposals
which would render (on thelr becoming kuown to
the Cobaus) hilg life net worth a minute's purchase,
This wing the fact, it would probably be as wall to
recelve with extreme caation the story, made publle
At the request and with the anthority of Captain-
Gieneral de Rodas, respeeting the proposed sarrender
of General Jordan.

A Promiscvious Chnllenge.

The editor of the Vor de Cuba hus published a pro-
miscnous challenge i the eolnmns of his paper, drst
to Constanting Nuney, secondly to the editors of the
New York Rerolution, and lastly to all who credit
the assertion of Nunez, In which it is stated that

The Spanish tinnbonts In New York—Preparns
tlons to Prevent thelr Departure,

Rumor has it that gunboat No, 1 of the Spanish
fleet Intends to slip away to sea, I posaible, within
a few hours hence, unless prevented by the interfer-
ence of the United States oMelals. Those connected
with the vessels are very reticent, however, and so
nothing definite could be learned regarding the in-
tentions of those who direct her movements,

One thing 18 certain, however, and that {8 that her
movements are strongly suspected by the oficers of
the United States steamer Marla, as that vessel, evl-
dently antieipating a orisls, suddenly uhuugeef her

sition yesterday, mooring more closely to the

panish boat, and bringing her gun to bear directly
upon the mouth of the in through which she
must pass in an attempt to escape, These guspl-
clons were donbtless created by the fact that eard
in the afternoon of yesterday a coal barge was towe
alongside of the Spanish vessel, and with the evi-
dent purpose of supplying her with the needful fuel.
The No. 1 {8 taut and trim, having lier boats hanging
from the davits, and Ina]rp:u-euuy walting for nothing
but the order to proceed,

It may be, however, that these apprehensions are
not borne out by the facts of the casc, and that
nothing of the excliting character mentloned is
worthy of credit. It I8 possible that the gunboat is
recelviog her fuel for the second trinl trip, which, it
Is given out, will take place this week, So that,
after all, the oMeers of the guardinn vessel may hava
been misled by what vormlnli)' appears to be highly
suspiclous occurrences,—N. Y. Iincs of this mornig,

The Hornet.

expedition was set on foot,

EARTHQUAKES,
The Shocks on the South Amerienan Const.

In addition to the details of the recent earth-
quake shocks in South America ‘I!lbllsllt‘{l by s,
we l.;lluam the following from the Limn corres-
pondence of the Panama Star, dated SBept. 13:—

It i8 not too much to say that the news re-
ceived from the southern provinces has caused
the utmost consternation. A few hours after
the arrival of the steamer on the 6th an extrn
edition of the Naciona! informed the alrendy
sufficiently susceptible people of more strong
eurthguokes on the days of the 20th, 21st, and
24th, On this latter day the shocks are repre-
sented ns something frightfal. knocking down
walls and houses, but fortonately lunfticting no
loss of human life.

and religions Ilberty nre secured to every
inhabitant of this land, whose soll 18 trod by
none but freemen. It becoines a people thus
favored to make acknowledgment to the
Supreme Author from whom such blesslugs

Dolngs of the Teanessee Legislnture—~The Fif-
teenth Amendment.

Despaich to The Evening Telegraph,

Nasuvivne, Oct. 85,.—The Legislature com-
menced operations in ecarnest yesterday, A
pumber of important mensures were introduced
in both houses, and referred. Among them are
the following bills:—To repregs the Ku-Klux:
law for providing for the ealling of o Constitu-
tional Convention, to be held in November, for
the purpose of revising the Constitution of the
8tate, or forming n new one; to repeal an act
giving the legal advertising of the State to the
radical newspapers. A bill was also introduced
to repeal all laws enacted in the years 1865, '66,
87, and 08, This last effort I8 considered a
weak attempt at burlesque. A bill was intro-
duced in the Senate to repeal the franchise law,
It has been decided to bring mp the fAfteenth
amendment to-day. There will not be more
than twenty members in bhoth houses who will
vote for its ratification.
